That Is Announcement Made in Baltimore Offices of the 


Company at Conference With the Contractors. 


ENGINEERS MUCH ENCOURAGED 


Road Bed Will Be Ready For Laying 


Rails by April 1 and Contract Will 
Be Completed oy August 15, Con 
tractor Tells Road Officials. 


That the Western Maryland railway 


extension to Conaell^ville, where the 
road -will connect with the Vanderbilt 
lines, the New York Central system, 
will be in operat on, with trains run- 
niug from Pittsb'trg to Baltimore, by 
September 1, wai- announced after a 
conference in th«- Western Maryland 
officeg at 
Baltimore 
Friday 
after- 


noon between President J. B. Carter 
and Chiftf Engineer A. W. Jones, of 
Vue Carter Construction 
Company; 


Chief Engineer IL R. Pratt and As- 
sislant Engineer D. H. Friend of the 
Western Maryland. 


The o3icials am much pleased with 


the progress of the work. It was not 
expected that trains would be running 
befor* the middle cf next December. 
3Jr. Carter who lias been actively di- 
recting the work of his company, an- 
nounced that January 1, 50 per con;, 
of the grading ha* been done between 
Cumberland and Conellsville. 


"This grading, which will be en- 


tirely completed and ready for the lay- 
ing of tracks by April 
1," 
declared 


Mr. Carter, "accoiding to the contract 
should be- completed by August 15. 
From this it will be been what good 
progress we are making and hem far 
we are ahead. 


"This will enable the Western Mary- 


land to brgin layin; rails April 1. 'our 
months a.nd a ha'f ahead of schedule 
t.ire, and it wilt be slow work it the 
trains are not running over the exten- 
sion by September 1."
